;gun 
barrel fcburst about 
midway 


between the breach and the muzzle. 


It was a clean cut in the right bar- 


rel and the broken section curled back 
and.around the other barrel without 
a single "piece "flying off. Every one 
remarked about the peculiar noise of 
the exploslem but ;*toe;ibreak In the 
barrel was not noticed until Mr. Mc- 
Connell dropped the gun to his side. 


Mr. McConnel said if he had shot 


in the regular iway he would have had 
his hand just wtiere the barrel burst. 
The accident brought fortb consider- 
able comment as to its peculiarity and; 
the miraculous way In which Injury 
was escaped. 


It is an accident that rarely if ever 


happens for-when a'gun barrel bursts 
-it is 
.usually near the breach where 


the explosion' occurs.

Also there 
are others who wish to • share in the 
harvest, and as one company wants'it 
all friction is the result. 


The Pennsylvania company 'claims 


to have leased a section of 'the sheet 
orwater. The,ice cut therefrom - -in 
winter-is sent to - Pittsburg, Newark 
and other, points and is used; in water 
tanks on passenger ears and-is used^in 
rgf rigerator cars. H.'Smith, of-Ad 
ams Mills recently -arrived upon the 
scene with. saws and other imple- 
ments for the removal of ice. 'The 
railroad .company promptly .chased 
him away. The Stocudale -Ice com- 
pany of "Adams Mills is also involved. 
As matters now stand the-Pennsyl- 
vania company seems to be in^posses- 
siorj, but the canal; anthorities are 
considering the claim of Mr. ^Smith 
and developments are promised."

the controversy between Mr. Smith 
and the railway company was settled 
some years ago and a part of the canal 
basin near Adams Mills was appor- 
tioned off to the 
company and Mr.

BRITISH SUFFER CONSIDERABLE LOSS 


Official Report Upon the Invasion ot 


<'ape Colouy au<l Win** the Sttiue 
Keve*ltt—An Kdltor's Charge Agaiuttt 
Kitcheuer iieaUs to His Arrest— News 
of the U ar. 
London, Feb. 8.—The latest casualty 


list issued by the war office reveals an- 
other attack on Modderfontein not pre 
viously reported from South Africa. 
This occurred Feb. 2, the British losing 
9 killed and 31 wounded. The previous 
attack, when the Boers captured 200, 
occurred Jan. 30. 


Cape Town,*Feb. 8.—The official re- 


port on the invasion says: "The antici- 
pated invasion by Christian Dewet Jias 
not yet occurred, but tt may be only 
delayed. Although there is no consid- 
erable-movement, small bodies of men 
continue to dribble across the Orange 
river. The largest of these, 200 strong, 
crossed near Bangor station five days 
ago." The report then gives elaborate 
details regarding the present disposi- 
tion of the Boers in British Cape Col- 
ony. It is announced here that the 
imperial 
government 
will 
advance 


£100,000 for the relief of distressed 
refugees. 


Albert Cartwright, editor of a local 


Dutch newspaper, has been arrested, 
charged with libel in printing al- 
leged seditious matter. Some time ago 
there appeared in his newspaper an 
article to the effect that General Kitch- 
ener had given orders to the com- 
mands pursuing Dewet that they take 
no prisoners. Before the attorney gen- 
eral instituted the~ proceedings 'he 
wired Lord Kitchener, asking if there 
were any foundation for the report. 
Lord Kitchener replied that the state- 
ment was a base libel, entirely devoid 
of foundation, adding: "Dewet was 
never surrounded in the position men- 
tioned, but had his retreat to the north 
open. Instructions in the nature re- 
ported were never given or thought of. 
We treat enemies who have surren- 
dered with every consideration." 


A Sop to the Boers. 


London, Feb. 8.—Sir Kdward Clarke, 


former solicitor general, addressing the 
Holborne Conservative association of 
London, said: "After driving the Boers 
out of Cape Colony, Great Britain 
ought to offer terms of immediate am- 
nesty without distinction of person or 
rank, togetherwith an assurance of ab- 
solute equality in civil rights and as 
much local self-government as is pos- 
sible. This horrible war could thus be 
ended." 


A Boer Base. 


Cape Town, Feb. 8.—News from the 


Doom river country shows tnat the 
Boers have a base at Calvinia. From 
that point they have sent patrols far 
and wide. Colonel De Lisle is moving 
toward 
them. He lost 
Lieutenant 


Clowes and one man killed in a skir- 
mish with a Boer patroL The country 
is wildly mountainous. British horse 
buyers have secured 4,000 good horses 
and 3,000 mules in the colony. 


Kruger Appeared. 


Utrecht, Feb'. S.—The day was a gen- 


eral holiday in honor of Queen Wil- 
helmina's marriage. A crowd assem- 
bled in front of Mr. Kruger's hotel, 
and sang the Transvaal anthem. Mr. 
Kruger appeared at a window and was 
cheered. 


Mrs. Nation to the Legislature. 


Topeka, Feb. 8. — Mrs. Nation ad- 


dressed both houses o£ the legislature. 
The request was voted upon and by a 
large majority Mrs. Nation was al- 
lowed to speak. "Gentlemen," said 
Mrs. Nation, "you can remedy this con- 
dition by knocking out the clause in 
the prohibitory law which gives the 
county attorney the right to summon 
witnesses, but refuses him the right to 
compel them to testify. 
The saloon 


man is a malicious pauper. I am telling 
the boys to smash saloons because 
they are the father of the man and 
should be educated right.

Disaster ar 
Sea. 


San Francisco, Feb. 8.—The new 


steamer Ventura, which arrived here 
from Philadelphia, brings news of the 
scalding to death of five of her crew 
and the injury of five others as the re 
suit of the bursting of one of her steam 
pipes on the voyage. The accident oc- 
curred Jan. "23, four days after the 
Ventura left the Straits of Magellan. 
While the victims were working about 
the engine room, the main steam pipe 
tn the port boiler burst. When the 
other members of the crew were able 
to reach the men they found them lit- 
erally cooked. 


Sacking Drugstores, r 


Chicago, Feb. 8.—Five women, fol- 


lowers of Dowie, the faith cure healer, 
invaded two drugstores in Milwaukee 
avenue and managed to destroy consid- 
erable property in one of the stores 
before they could be ejected.

women announced aa justification for 
their emulation of Mrs. Nation in sa- 
loon smashing that the druggists were 
"devils in human form."

special fast mail facilities, but it bore 
no fruit. 
The amendment to reduce 


the rate of railway mail pay was ruled 
i,ut on a point of order, the amend- 
laent to continue the pneumatic tube 
service in New York, Boston and Phil- 
adelphia was abandoned with the pur- 
pose of making the flight in the senate, 
and the motions to strike out the ap- 
propriations for special mail facilities 
were defeated. 


Republicans of the ways and means 


committee held a meeting to formu- 
late a plan of action relative to the war 
revenue bill, but no definite conclusion 
Was reached beyond the decision to 
nonconcur in the senate amendments. 
The action of the senate in substitut- 
ing an entirely new bill as it passed 
the house is looked upon as a distinct 
invasion of the prerogative of the 
house to initiate revenue legislation. 


Milp Subsidy Debate. 


Washington, Feb. 8. — The pension 


appropriation bill, appropriating $144,- 
000,000, was passed by the senate after 
brief debate*. The ship subsidy bill was 
then taken up, and Messrs. McLaurin 
and Morgan, both Democrats, made 
speeches, upon it. Mr. McLaurin an- 
nounces his intention to support the 
bill, and Mr. Morgan opposed it in 
vigorous language. 


The question of night sessions for 


consideration or the subsidy bill again 
stirred the senators. Mr. Jones (Ark.) 
declared that no fair-minded man on 
either side of the senate believed in 
the propriety of night sessions. They 
were not in the interest of public busi- 
ness. Mr. Allen doubted whether the 
bill would benefit the agricultural in- 
terests. Mr. Dofew thought this rea- 
soning fallacious. 
Mr. Pettigrew be- 


lieved that one-third of the majority 
are opposed to the measure, but that 
all of them would vote for the bill if it 
came to a vote. 


EFFECT 


Wu I ing Fang's Reasons. 


New York, Feb. 8.—Major General' 


Otis was the guest of honor at the an 
nual dinner of the Society of the Gene- 
see at the Waldorf-Astoria. There were 
about 2bO gentlemen present at the 
dinner. Wu Ting Fang, the Chinese 
minister, sent a letter of declination. 
It was as follows: "-While I appreciate 
your courtesy highly, I feel that I am 
obliged to decline for the following 
reasons: 1 admit that I feel great ad- 
miration for General Otis as a military 
commander and respect him highly as 
a gentleman, but I think he, while mil- 
itary governor, committed an egregious 
error and did great injustice to the 
Chinese by introducing the Chinese ex- 
clusion acts into the Philippines, which 
have stirred up race "prejudice and 
done harm to those islands." 


Bryan ou Coinage Bill. 


Washington, Feb. 8.—In a letter to 


the house committee on,coinage Hon. 
William J. Bryan announced his oppo- 
sition to the financial bill pending m 
the house, making standard silver dol- 
lars redeemable in gold. He holds 
there is no necessity for redemption. 
The legal tender law, he claims, will 
maintain, substantially, the parity be- 
tween gold coin and silver dollars so 
long as both can be used to an unlim- 
ited extent in the payment of public 
revenues and private debts. As soon 
as the silver dollar is made redeemable 
in gold, concludes Mr. Bryan, another 
endless chain will be created and the 
arguments used against the greenbacks 
and treasury notes will then be turned 
against silver. 


Germaua Still Pounding. 


Berlin, Feb. 8.—The Leipsic Tage- 


blatt brings Emperor William's visit 
into comparison with Emperor Wil- 
liam's famous telegram to Mr. Kruger 
at the time of the Jameson raid, add- 
ing: "The 'game of canossa' hovers 
upon millions of lips." The Dresden

Great Quantity of Dynamite 
, Explodes In a Mine.

Has just reached, here of one of the most 
ternble mining disasters that ever oc- 
curred in Mexico. An explosion in the 
San Andres mine, situated in a remote4* 
locality of the Sierra Madres in the 
western part of Durango, caused the 
death of 87 men, women and children 
and injured many others. 
v' 


The catastrophe was due to the ex- 


plosion of several hundred cases of 
dynamite, which was stored in an un- 
derground chamber of the mine. Elec- 
tric wires connecting with the hoisting 
machinery passed through the room in 
which this dynamite was stored, and it 
Is supposed that these wires became 
crossed, thereby causing a fire which 
set off the dynamite. 


All of the killed and injured were 


located on the surface, most of them 
occupying residences immediately above 
the underground workings of the mine. 
The explosion tore away the whole top 
of the mountain on which the village 
of miners was'located.and men, women 
and children were blown into small 
pieces. 


Among those who' were killed were 


Herman*. Luetsman, the superintendent 
of the mine, and all the members of his 
family. At the time of the explosion 
there were several -hundred miners at 
work in the lower workings of the 
mine, and, strange to say, none of 
them was seriously injured, although 
they were severely shocked by the ter- 
rific' force of the explosion. 


The San Andres mine is the most 


celebrated silver mine in Mexico. It is 
valued at $20,000,000. It has produced 
many millions of dollars' worth of ore.

Cornelius Shieldb, Bristol, and .Henry 
K. McHorg, New York, receivers for 
the Virginia Iron, Coal and Coke com- 
pany, w>th headquarters at Bristol. 
The capital involved is $10,000,000. The 
company owns valuable coal and iron 
property ill Virginia, Kentucky and 
Tennessee. It also owns a dozen iron 
furnaces, large coke plants and kin- 
dred enterprises. The decree provides 
for the payment of current indebted- 
ness and that all interests be protected. 


Power tOleoted President. 


Indianapolis, Feb. 8.—C. B,. Power 


of Pittsburg was elected president of 
the new American Baseball associa- 
tion. A wire vote was taken after the 
conference between Power and W. H. 
Watkins, temporary president, in this 
city on Wednesday.
